The reaction of nitrile rubber with a metathesis catalyst for the purpose of 
reducing the molecular weight is known in the art (see US 2003/0027958). Also known 
is the compound of formula 1 for use in alkene metathesis reactions (see Castarlenas et 
al., Angew. Chem. Int. Ed. 2003). However, no suggestion can be found to use the 
specific compounds required in the claims for the reaction with nitrile rubber. 
Furthermore, in view of both the broad array of possible metathesis reactions in which 
the compound of Castarlenas could conceivably be tried, and the unpredictability of the

catalytic art, the use of such specific compounds in nitrile rubber reactions cannot be 
considered to be obvious.
